METHODISTS TO 
OBSERVE 125TH 
ANNIVERSARY 


Bishop Leonard Is In­ 
vited Here for 
Celebration 


Tentative plans for the celebration 
of Ute 125th anniversary of M etho­ 
dism in G ettysburg were laid at the 
August meeting of the official board 
of the G ettysburg M ethodist church, 
Monday evening. 
The week's celebration is to be 
held late in October or early in No­ 
vember depending upon the avail­ 
ability of Adna B. Leonard, new 
resident bishop of the W ashington 
area of Ute M ethodist church, who 
has been invited here for the anni­ 
versary observance. 
When word is received from Bishop 
Leonard, the local congregation will 
proceed with the appointm ent of a 
number of committees to advance 
preparations for the event wiiich will 
commemorate tile formation of the 
first M ethodist “class” in Gettysburg 
in 1815 by a circuit rider. 
('lass Started iii 1815 
From 1815 until 1822 the local class 
of the M ethodist .society m et in 
private 
homes and 
held Sunday 
services in the court house which 
then was located in center square. 
"Class" was a nam e applied to a 
group which met regularly under a 
lay leader and was visited at inter­ 
vals by an itinerant preacher who 
covered Adams county. 
A circuit th at was formed in 1827 
included classes at Wellsville. Pine 
Grove, Hock Chapel. York Springs, 
Hanover, New Oxford, Littlestown 
and Emmitsburg and Tom ’s Creek in ; 
Maryland. 
Invitations are to be sent to for­ 
mer pastors of the local church to 
attend the celebration and repre­ 
sentatives of other churches which 
once formed part of the Gettysburg 
circuit will be invited to take part 
in the anniversary services.

398 in 1939 and 405 in 1938. 
Col C M Wilhelm, deputy com­ 
missioner of the state police, ob­ 
served that an increased patrolling 
lorce and successful education of 
motorists combined to keep fatalities 
down in the rural sections despite 
an increase in travel.

Discusses Duties of 
Justices Before Lions 


Says People Must Be­ 
come Conscious 
of Danger 


W ashington, Aug. 6 (A P '—Sec­ 
retary of S tate Cordell Hull called 
on the American people today for 
individual sacrifice and "hard per­ 
sonal service" to help keep the n a­ 
tion a t peace. 
W ithout 
m entioning 
specifically 
the controversial question of con­ 
scription. 
he 
counselled 
against 
complacency “in the face of terri­ 
fic problems and conditions" and 
sa id : 
"The one and only sure way for 
our nation to avoid being drawn 
into serious trouble or actual war 
x x x is for our people to become 
thoroughly conscious of the possi­ 
bilities of danger, to make up their 
m inds th a t we m ust continue to 
arm and to ann to such an extent 
th a t the forces of conquest and ruin 
will not dare make an attack on us 
or on any part of this hem isphere 
"To this end, each citizen m ust 
be ready and willing for real sacri­ 
fice of time and of substance, and 
for hard personal service. 
"In the face of terrific problems 
and conditions, aud until the pres­ 
ent 
serious 
threats and 
dangers 
have disappeared, we cannot pur­ 
sue complacenty the course of our 
customary norm al life."

EOPLE appreciate the things that they 
fight for, and gain. 
The poor boy, who 
rises to wealth or high position, feels for 
those who are unfortunate to a far greater 
degree than the one who has had every com­ 
fort put into his lap at birth. 
John Keats, the poet, in writing to a 
friend, said this: “We read fine things, but 
never feel them to the full until we have 
gone the same steps as the author.” 
I once heard a famous American author 
tell a young, ambitious writer to leave the 
big city and go back to his little town and 
“suffer a spell” before attempting the ca­ 
reer of a novelist. 
Perhaps he was right. 
We do know that the greatest novels are 
written by those who have suffered and ex­ 
perienced life in a multitude of its moods. 
I look upon a Legros etching, or one by 
Millet, and I feel the soul of the artist, be­ 
cause I know that each went through priva­ 
tion, hunger, disappointment, and many a 
defeat, and because I have known each one 
myself. 
One of the greatest American platform 
orators of 50 odd years ago, was John B. 
Gough. 
He fought King Alcohol with such 
fervor that he was drenched with perspira­ 
tion at the close of his addresses—and he 
was so eloquent and effective that a Dutch­ 
man once remarked: “He speaks mit Tiis 
coat-tails!" 
No wonder. 
He was once a 
drunkard and was rescued from the gutter 
by a noble woman, who later became his 
wife and life-long helper and companion. 
Victor Hugo wrote with such spirit and 
enthusiasm that page after page remained 
wet with ink at a time. He wrote his earliest 
works in a Paris garret. 
And he is read to­ 
day because you feel the things that he 
wrote. 
A love of beauty, early acquired, increases 
throughout life, becoming richer as life ma­ 
tures. 
No matter where you go, you feel 
beauty wherever it is—and it is everywhere!

Those who read it will understand what 
exact opposites really are, if in the meantime they 
have taken a flier in S. J. Perelm an’s “Look Who's 
Talking.” “M r Perelman Is typical of the life against 
which Mr. Hough revolted.

A Retrospect of a Life spent during the last seventy 
years of the Nineteenth Century

REMINISCENCES OF THE CIVIL WAR 
I was just thirty years of age when the great Civil war for the 
to 
civilization 
today 
after 
her , preservation of the Union began. I was stationed at Lock Haven, Penna , 
rescue from a narrow ledge 8,000 J when the bombardm ents of Fort Sum pter took place and the great struggle 


became inevitable. 
I desire in tills and the following chapters to record 
my observation upon the stirring events as they passed before my eyes 
during the four subsequent years. 
My object here is not to write what 
Is common history, but describe as well as I can w hat I saw and heard 
during the great contest, in the places where I was located at the time. 
Before describing these scenes, however, I think it will be interesting 
to note some incidents which occurred previously, and which culm inated^ 
in the war. 
We lived during the years 1859-60 in Hancock, Md. This town is on 


feet up the precipitous slope of 
M ount Shuksan, where she lay in­ 
jured nearly 24 hours. 
The young woman, a chemist, was 
taken by ambulance to Bellingham 
after rescue parties brought her by 
stretcher down a forest service road. 
The tense night on the icy, 9,000- 
foot peak was described by her 
companion. Faye Plank. 36. Brem er- J 
ton hiRh school teacher, who kept 
vigil IOO feet above Miss Cedarquist, 
linked to her by a rope, while a third 
member of the party went for help. 
Miss Plank related th at the two 
women 
and 
H. 
K arl 
Boyer, 
28, 
Seattle mail carrier, were nearing 
Shuksan's sum m it Sunday, roped to­ 
gether, when Miss Cedarquist, clim b­ 
ing ahead, slipped and plunged past 
the others. 
They braced themselves and the 
rope halted the young woman's fall 
20 feet below Boyer and out of sight 
over a cliff. 
Boyer made his rope 


Boyer climbed back. and he and 
Miss Plank let out 80 more feet of 
rope, bringing the injured girl to 
rest on a three-foot ledge a t the top 
of a steep snow field. 
Leaving his

the north bank of the Potomac river just where the state of M aryland, 
by the course of the river, is narrowed down to the width of a mile. 
The Baltimore and Ohio railroad ran along on the Virginia side. 
The 
agitation of the subject of slavery had reached the highest pitch and 
the passions of men on either side were inflamed to the last degree. 
H arper’s Ferry Incident 
One day in 1859 the trains on the B. 
O. suddenly ceased to come 
from the east. 
No intelligence of the cause could be had for the 
telegraph at the same time ceased to operate. 
After a day of deep 
anxiety, the inform ation came to us, th a t the Abolitionists had taken 
possession of H arper’s Ferry and an insurrection was started among 
the slaves. 
So sensitive were the people of M aryland and Virginia on 
the subject th at this report produced a wonderful excitement. 
At the 
end of two days all the wild and exaggerated reports were condensed 
into tile fact th a t Capt. John Brown and his small band of men had 
fast and climbed down, finding Miss I made the raid on H arper’s Ferry. 
Then followed the most extravagant 
Cedarquist clinging against the rock fears on either side of the river th a t a vast arm y of his sympathizers 
with probable arm and rib fractures, were coming down from the north to rescue him. 
To meet this great 
invasion the state m ilitia were called out. 
A company was stationed 
a t Alpine depot, opposite our town and every day their drums could 
be hard and they were seen drilling along the river bank 
I could 
see them from my study window and could not help but be amused at 
their Falstaffian appearance and the nonsense of such a display, for 
which there was no occasion. 
Hints at Confederacy 
In November, 1860, the presidential election occurred. 
Abraham 
Lincoln was the Republican candidate and it was the common talk 
among all the pro-slavery people th a t if he was elected the south would 
secede from the Union. On election day I crossed the river to go a short 
distance down the railroad and while waiting for the train I looked 
in at the polling place, and for the first and only time in my life saw 
them voting viva voce. 
Mr 
Swan, the station agent was intensely 
pro-slavery. 
I heard him say to a quiet looking gentlem an who was 
also waiting for the train, th a t Virginia would certainly secede if Lincoln 
was elected. 
This quiet spoken m an suggested th a t there m ight be 
difficulty about it. 
At this he, Mr. Swan, indulged in the most graphic 
description of a new Confederacy th at would be established with Virginia 
at the head. I was charm ed by the cool m anner in which the gentlem an 
pointed out the possible result of such a movement. 
W hen the train 
came he got aboard and I had a short conversation with him. I learned 
subsequently th a t he was "Porte Crayon,” at one time one of the most 
popular contributors to H arper’s Magazine, and became afterw ard the 
General Straw ther who rendered such good service in the cause of 
the country during the war. 
Lincoln 
was elected and then 
began a series of movemnts to 
advance or retard the secession of the south. 
In our little village there 
were people of every shade of opinion 
Many of the wealthier slaveholders 
gave no countenance to rebellion, while a large number called “fireeaters” 
used their best endeavors to em barrass the coming adm inistration. M eet­ 
ings were held, speeches made and resolutions passed to hold the people 
loyal to the government. 
In their zeal the union men created a poll 
on the sum m it of “Round Top,” a peak on tile M aryland side about 
three miles up the river. 
For this pole a stream er had been prepared 
with the m otto “T he Union Forever." 
Before the pole was raised, 
however, some parties of secession proclivity appeared with another 
motto to add to the first. 
On this was painted “with our rights.” 
This 
brought on a heated controversy, till an earnest Union man, nam*/T 
Slottemeyer explained:—“Do you w ant the public to think th a t we have* 
been such fools as to rem ain in the union all the years of the past 
w ithout our rights.” 
This ended the controversy and the pole went up. 
w ithout the addition. 
Reads Lincoln's Inaugural 
There was a great am ount of speculation as to what Lincoln would 
do when he was inaugurated. 
W hen he commenced his journey to 
W ashington, every day the papers were read eagerly to glean if possible 
som ething of his future policy. 
This anxiety reached its highest point 
when he was inaugurated. 
I shall never forget with w hat impatience 
everybody waited for the arrival of the papers of th a t day. 
Business 
was suspended for a time, men were crowding around the public resorts, 
and but few papers were then taken in the town. In order to accommo­ 
date the crowd th a t were waiting a t Brosious’ store. I was solicited to 
read the inaugural. 
I stood on the counter and everyone listened 
attentively as I proceeded. 
Among others was an old Mr. Brice, who 
had been a Jackson Democrat from his youth. He listened with Intensity 
till I came to th a t closing appeal 
“W ith you my dissatisfied fellow 
countrym en, I leave the Issues of peace or w ar’’ etc. 
W hen I finished 
I saw the tears rolling, down his cheeks and looking around upon the 
crowd he broke out: "Gentlem en th a t sounds like General Jackson. 
You look out!” In a few weeks I had left the border along the Potomac 
and was living hundreds of miles away in the center of Pennsylvania 
when the war cloud burst.
